McCall and Ewen work comes 
to Concordia 


Montreal, Quebec, January 6, 1978 -~- The Sir George Williams 
Arts Galleries will exhibit the work of Ann McCall and Paterson Ewen 
from January 12 until February 7. 

Ewen, whose paintings will be shown in Gallery One and the 
Weissman Gallery in the Hall Building, 1455 de Maisonneuve Blvd., W. 
works with paint, steel rods, screws, chain link, string and cloth. 

A native Montrealer, now living in Toronto, Ewen's recent 
work reflects his earlier landscape interest. New work, however, en- 
compasses a more cosmological expression: some he calls "phenomena~ 
scapes" using large sheets of plywood which is carved, gouged and 
painted. 

Ann McCall, a Torontonian who has studied at Concordia Uni- 
versity and has spent five years teaching in Uganda, is also interested 
in landscapes. 

Her work, to be displayed in Gallery Two during the same period, 
is constructed within strong formal compositions. The majority of these 
serigraphs build a layering of horizons one above the other in a vertical 


format.
